Four of the foreign patent documents cited in the ISR are not in English. One of them, 
WO 01/22953, corresponds to U.S. Pat. 6,1 17, 900 to Rundfeldt et al. which is already of record.

The relevant portion is the paragraph entitled "Medikamente" on page 494, which 
translates as follows: 

Medication: Initially, myotonolytics (muscle relaxants such as Predinol™ and 
Myoson™) as well as non-opioid analgesics are recommended for short term application. 
When inflammation is involved, the use of non-steroidal anti-inflammatory agents is 
indicated. Opioids should be limited to cases of chronic pain. With persistent pain, 
newer medicines such as flupirtine (Katadolon™) and tolperisone (Mydocalm™)are 
given. 

The submission of the listed documents is not intended as an admission that any such 
document constitutes prior art against the claims of the present application. Applicant reserves 
the right to dispute any of the listed documents as prior art during examination. Furthermore, 
Applicant does not waive any right to take any action that would be appropriate to antedate or 
otherwise remove any listed document as a competent reference against the claims of the present 
application.
